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This renewed petition is in response to the decision mailed on July 23, 2009, dismissing 
the petition filed on January 5, 2009. 

Mailing Date of Decision Dismissing Petition and Improper Abandonment of Application 
The decision dismissing the petition was emailed to applicant's representative on 
July 23, 2009 . This mailing date of the decision is reflected both on the date our firm received 
the electronic communication of the decision as well as the mailing date shown in the Office's 
records (see copy of July 23, 2009, email notification firom USPTO attached as ''Exhibit A"). 

The Office appears to have made a significant error regarding the docketing of the 
mailing of the decision and, accordingly, the date by which apphcant must reply. First, the 
decision contains a date of "29 JAN 2009" stamped in the upper right hand comer of the first 
page. That date is clearly not reflective of the mailing date, as no communication of the decision 
was made to applicant until July 23, 2009 (as established in the preceding paragraph). Second, 
the Office mailed a Notification of Abandonment for the application on August 5, 2009. As the 
abandonment was mailed within weeks afl;er the July 23"* mailing of the decision dismissing the 
petition, which decision provided a two month (extendable) response period, this abandonment 
was clearly in error. 

On September 15, 2009, the undersigned spoke with Attorney Bryan Lin (the signatory of 
the decision dismissing the petition) in the PCT Legal Office about the improper docketing and 
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abandonment for this application. Attorney Lin acknowledged that July 23, 2009 was the correct 
mailing date of the decision, that the response period should be measured from that July 23^^ 
date, and that the application should not have been marked abandoned. Attomey Lin instructed 
the undersigned that applicant need not take any action to have the abandonment withdrawn 
(other than responding to the decision according to the response period set by the July 23"^"^ 
mailing) and stated that he woxild vacate the improper Notification of Abandonment upon the 
filing of a grantable renewed petition. 

In view of the foregoing, applicant requests that the abandormient for this application be 
withdrawn upon the granting of this renewed petition. 

Response to Dismissal 

Subsequent to the receipt of the decision dismissing the petition, we have made further 
renewed attempts to have Dr. Jacqueline Ouzman, the sole inventor of the application, sign a 
declaration for the application, hi response to those renewed requests. Dr. Ouzman has finally 
agreed to sign the declaration, a copy of which is enclosed. The enclosed executed inventor's 
declaration satisfies all requirements of the Notice to File Missing Parts. In view of the 
inventor's agreement to sign the declaration, all of the issues raised in the decision have been 
rendered moot and there is no longer a need to satisfy the requirements of 37 C.F.R. 1 .47(b). 
As a result, it is applicant's understanding that the application may now be processed for 
examination without the need to grant the application status under 37 CF.R. 1 .47(b).
